The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As to claim 1 , 
the primary reason for allowance is the limitations directed to the backsheet having a 
free portion and fixed edge portion attached with a plurality of elastic members arranged 
in a transverse direction. As to claim 1 1 , the primary reason for allowance is the 
limitation directed to the backsheet having a portion exposed through first and second 
opening of the topsheet and core. The overall claimed combinations as cited in claims 
1 and 1 1 are is neither anticipated nor rendered obvious by the prior art of record.
